A Cai:fornia Miner Whose Comrades Fivally 
Put a Rock on His Grave, 

New Aumapvex, April 20.—-Many of the 
ovicktilver miners ab this place have been un- 
sited jor work during the Jast four weeks by 
ibe ting ular circumstances attending the sick- 
ness ed death of one of their number. About 
« worth ego Augustine F. Gabrielson,who had 
Jong ¥' rked in the mines, fell sick with what 
eppesicd to be some form of fever, and after 
spree cr four days’ illness be apparently died. 
Two or three of his associates were with him 
gt the ime, and they, with some others, put 
yim ip his coffin the next day. Toat night 
qrom ners@at up with the corpse, going on 

auty # about 9 o’clock. They had a buttle 

gerd some pipes, and ulong toward midnight 
ibey teganto tell stories of early days in this 
gecuon. The men had their backs to the 
cofiin, #1 d had just enjoyed agood laugh over 
ove of (heir yarns, when there was a chuckle 
jn the gloomy corner where the coflin lay 
which caused their blood te run cold. Turn- 
ing arcund quickly, they saw Gabrielson sit- 
ting bx 1d upright in his coffin, and heard from 
bis own lips, as they sat speech|gss, the fol- 
lowing story: : 

“Thet reminds me, boys, of a story they 
used to tell here twenty-five years ago, when 
I first come into the diggius. There wasn’t 
guy tucu crowd here then as there is now, but 
nearly everybody who came nere had an idea 
that there was silver here. One day a party 
of smart chaps came along and said they knew 
aihat the Spaniards had mined here for silver 
and got it. ] knew they hadn’t, and so did lots 
ef other peeple, but nothing would convince 
them. They had to investigate. They roam- 
<d all eround for a few days, pretending t» be 
locating certain points, and then they drew 
mngles and made measurements in a mysteri- 
ous sortof way. At length they got our curi- 
osity sroused, and we haif came to the coaclu- 
Bion that they had got a pointer somewhere 
end that maybe it would be just as well to stand 
in With them. From that time on they had 
things all their own way. If they wanted us 
to tury our backs we would do it, and if they 
had invited the whole camp to go out into 
ihe mountains and leave them alone 
] guess it would have been 
done. After this sort of thing had been goin; 
ona while they suddenly » Sarasa wad 
when the camp came to investigate, it was 
discovered that they had stolen every ounce 
of quicksilverthat we had on hand. A mad- 
der aud a hotter crowd you never saw. We 
followed them for forty miles, but lost all 
irack of them, and finally,after losing three 
or four weeks’ time, we returned and went to 
work. A bslicker gouge you never saw, but for 
ten years after that time no etranger ever got 
more than: the commonest courtesies in this 
camp.’ 

The two watchers asked a few questions and 
laughed a little, andthe man lay back in his 
coflin, as if tired and weak. Then he seamed 
to notice that he was not in bed, and on rising 
egain uttered a scream and would have fallen 
to the tloor if his watchers had not seized him. 
He was then conducted back to bed, and for 
two or three days was delirious and apparently 
wery low. At theend of the fourth day he 
apparently died again, and was once more 
laid out for burial. This time he was watched 
more clocely, and a few hours atter he was 
placed inthe coffin a second time it was no- 
ticed that there weresigns of returning color 
in his lips, and aiter a little rubbing he 
opened hiseyepagain. . 

By this time the miners were all deeply in- 
terected in the case, and every day they 
would call to the last man to hear the latest 
mews. Some ofthem grew suspicious and de- 
clared that the trouble wasa warning to every- 
body. Gabrielson became quite lively on this 
occasion, and it Was thought for a time that he 
would recoyer, but at the end of the fifth day 
be began to fail again, and on the plage of 
the sixth day he appariently diod as before. 
‘The miners insisted that he be taken out in the 
fresh air, but the doctor said he was dead now 
for sure, and that it would be barbarous to ex-. 
pose the body to theair. While no further 
action in this line was taken, it was agreed 

pt tiie cerpse should be left in bed two or 
three days and watched. During this time it 

sy a to get any work done. 
Everybody bung around, and the liars iu 
the camp did their best to entertain the 
joafers with stories of the supernatural. 
On the second day Gabrielson came 
io life again and took medicine, 

The news wes promptly communicated to 
the waiting crowd on the outside, and so great 
was the joy that all hands, save one or two 
watchers, indulged in -a celebration, which 
jested until the sick man died once more, and 
thus brought the festivities toaclose. The 
gtrain on the nerves of the populace had be- 
«ome terrifie by this time, and one of the min-, 
ers set up as a revivalist, calling on all to re- 
pent, for the last day was evidentiy near at 
bend. While these religious ceremonies were 
going on preparations were once more made 
to bury the dead man, but on the day set for 
the funeral he came to life again for the fourth 
time. So excited were the people that they 
gade up their minds that Gabrielson was be- 
witthed, end a0 effort was 
made to discover s0me means 
of exorcising the evil spirit. Another doctor 
had been sent for,and. he,in company with 
the one first in attendance, made a determinéd 
eflort.to save the sick man, but without avail. 
He died again on Tuesday night, and as he 
was still dead on Sunday, it was decided to 
hury him. Both doctors pronounced him 
eead beyond hope, and the: men. themselves 
ymade up their minds that all was over. When 
sll were egreed on this point the coffin lid 
was screwed on, andtbe remains of Gabriel- 
son were borne tothe grave. 

This morning a man passing by the ceme- 
tery found an enormous rock on the new-made 
grave, and on reporting it tosome of the mi- 
ners they expressed no surprise, but said: 

‘It’s just as well to anchur him there. - You 
een’t te!l what might happen, vou know.”
